GAR, 138(E).'—Whereas certain draft rules further te 
amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rule*, 1935, 
were published, as required by sub-section (i) of section 23 
at the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1934 (37 at 
1954) with the notification of tho Government of India, in 
the late Ministry at Health and Family Planning (Depart¬ 
ment of Health) No. GSR 955(E), dated the 28th December, 
1976 at pages 2915—2917 of the Gazette of India, Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated the 28th December, 1976 
for inviting objections and suggestions from all persons 
likely to be affected thereby after the expiry of 45 days 
from the date on which the copies of the Gazette of India 
in which the said notification was published, were made 
available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made 
available to the public on the 10th January, 1977; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received 
from the public on the said draff rules have been considered 
by the Central Government; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, the Central 
Government, after consultation with the Central Committee 
for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
namely:— 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Third Amendment) Rules, 1978 . 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. In the Prevention t>f Food .Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
in Appendix ‘B’ for., item. A.12, following item shall 

be substituted, namely 1 •fi-nni 

“A.12. Margarine means an emulsion of edible oils aad fats 
with wgter. It shall be free from rancidity, added culturing 
and favouring substances, mineral oil and animal body 
fats. It may contain common salt not exceeding 2.5 per 
cent, permitted emulsifying and stabilising agents and 
bWylated-hydroiy-anisole (HHA) upto a maximum limit of 
0.02 per qenL It Shall conform to the following specifica¬ 
tions, naaaetyc— 

1. Fat-—Not less than 80 per cent mass/mass. 

2. Moisture—Not less than 12 per cent and not morn 

than 16 per cent mass/mass. 

3. Vitamin A—-Not less than 30 I.U. per gram of the pro¬ 

duct at the time of Bale. 

It shall contain not less than 5 per cent of its weight 
of Til Oil but sufficient to ensure that when separated fat 
is mixed with refined groundnut oil in the proportion Of 
20 : 80, the red colour produced by the Baudouin test shall 
not be lighter than 2 red units in 1cm. cell on a lovibond 
scale. 

Note:—The oils to be used in the manufacture of 
margarine shall be the same as used in the manu¬ 
facture of vmnaspati specified in the Vegetable Oil 
Products Control Order, 1947”.
